William Schulte fired five bullets Sat- 
urday into the body of his wife, Emma 
Schulte, and saw her fall dead at the 
foot of the stairway down which he 
had pursued her. 

Then he stepped into his saloon at 
4351 Natural Bridge road, and poured 
himself a drink of whiskey. 


He was still drinking whiskey when 


two policemen entered, several minutes ‘ 


afterward, and arrested him. 

The revolver with which he had slain 
his wife was found in the cash drawer, 
where he had placed it, after reloading 


it. It was taken to the Angelica Street 
Station, where Schulte was locked up. 
Often Threatened Wife. 

The Killing, often threatened in the 
man's surly moments; -came without 
warning or apparent occasion of offense. 

Schulte’s habits, for more than two 
years past, had made it necessary for 
his wife to act as guardian much of the 
time. 

She was acting for his procetion and 
her own when, Saturday morning, she 
went into the saloon from the family 
living rooms above, and took Schulte’s 
loaded revolver from the cash drawer. 

Entering the saloon afterward, Schul- 
te looked for the weapon. 

“Where's the gun?” he snarled as he 
entered the living rooms, 

Ida Schulte, his niece, shook her head 
at Mrs. Schulte, to warn rer that she 
sould not give him the revolver. 

“Oh, I guess he wén’t hurt anybody, ’ 
said the wife: She took the revolver 
from its hiding place and handed it to 
him. 

Instantly the weapon was turned te- 
ward Mrs. Schulte there were two shets. 
The woman dropped her hands, which 
she had instinctively flung abeve her 
head. A bullet had entered each wrist. 


Shoots Woman as fhe Fices. 

Turning, Mrs. Schulte fled down the 
stairway leading to the yard and the 
rear porch of the salcon. He followed, 
firing bullets inte her back. 

Staggering to the yard, 
the grass. Pausing te leok at her enly 
a mement, Schulte passed into the sa- 
loon and began drinking. 

W. C. Naumann, who wag standirg 
in an adjoining yard talking to Mrs. 
Minnie Palmer and her daughter, saw 
the end of Mrs. Schulte’s flight and ran 
to help her. He held her head up, but 
lif: had left the body.

Anna Schulte, next door.

“Schulte’s saloon, fled when they saw 


him enter with the revolver, after 
they had heard the shots upstairs. 

Neighbors said Saturday that the 
Schultes, who had been married 10 
years, had quarreled frequently dur- 
ing the last two years, and that his 
drinking had been so heavy that the 
household was rarely at peace. 

Ida Schulte, his niece, traced the 
change in his nature back five years 
to the death of his only child, a girl. 

“Fie was never the same after the 
baby cied,” said Ida. “He made things 
unpleasant for my aunt, but she was 
the only one who didn't seem to fear 
him. 

“This morning he made such a 
rumpus that I thought I would go 
over and see what I could do. He 
went out as I got there, but returned 
later to ask for his revolver. 


Girl Warned Aunt,

hed passed away, gathered up all the’ 


big yellow entry cards in sight and sur- 
rounded the china with them. 


Nobody ever heard of What Cheer 
before, but the very best people in 
What Cheer know something about real 
art with a Capital A. They have what- 
nots in their parlors, and the lambre- 
quins on the mantelpieces of the happy 
people of What Cheer never bore a 
nude figure. Neither do the tollet sets 
there. j 

Myer Carl, director of the What Cheer 
County Fair and a hardware merchant 
of that town, who is here, says 80. 

But Mr. Legoe threw all the tradi- 
tions of the Paris salon and the Royal 
Academy to the winds. 

Woman Upheld by Judges. 

Miss Sheets was indignant and called 
to’ her aid the art judges. They explain- 
ed to Legoe that the work was exqui- 
site art, but he said, the things looked 
to him like ‘‘a let of naked women.” 
He accordingly stood pat. 

The covering of the pieces aroused 
curiosity and caused everyone to squirm 
around so as to get a@ peep behind the 
cardboard. Judges, it is said, will award 
the prize to Miss Sheets, much to the 
humiliation of Legoe. 

“TY never exhibited at the fair before,” 
said Miss Sheets, “and when I decided 
to do so I took my most artistic efforts. 
But no man blind to art and falsely 
modest can scare me ont. I will be 
there next year with a display that will 
blind Mr. Legoe if he appears. I doubt 
if the association, however, ‘will ever 
put him in charge of an art department 
again. 

“Some of the artists of the State 
probably will look after that. If Mr. 
Legoe is so intensely modest he should 
have a chaperon to Keep him out of 
our art schoels here, where students 
are daily painting pictures from studies 
of nude men and women in real life. 

The curves of the human form are the 
most artistic expressions. It is a field 
that must be recognized. Iowa will have 
no art or sculptor exhibit worth qwhile 
until they get men in charge who recog- 
nize what real art is and in the thought 
of art forget the grosser things.”’ 

People Ought to Be Shocked, 

“If the portrayal of the human fem. 
inine form is shocking to the popule.- 
tion of Iowa it is time they were 
shocked and got over it,” Miss Sheets 
continued. “Because of the thousands 
of Iowa people who attended the fairs 
at St. Louls, Chicago and Buffalo ana 
saw the art galleries I supposed they 
had a sense of appreciation of art. 1} 
really don't believe the people have 
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any objection. It ia just the attitude 
of this over-fastidious man. 

“The pictures I painted are repro- 
ductions of famous masterpieces, - Ono 
is called ‘The Awakening,’ and an- 
other ‘The Lady of the Waves.’ I don’t 
believe anyone would have been evil- 
minded enough to have thought any- 
thing out of place if he hadn't stuck 
pastboard cards over the middle of 
the figures. Why, I was dumbfounded 
when I saw what he had done. 

Heediess of Protest. 

“T protested. He said it matie no 
difference, the cards would protect 
the young men and women from gaz- 
ing upon the nude figures and that 1! 
could take away my pictures if I 
wished. Well, I had paid my entry 
for the pictures and I politely told 
him IF would not take them away. 

“Now if these people have to be ed- 
ucated up to what art is they are go- 
ing to get the education if I, a lone 
woman, have to undertake the job 
myseli. 

“The inconsistency of the fair of- 
ficials has nettled me. Why, they cov- 
er my beautiful pictures in the art 
hall, while at the foot of the hill in 
an Igorrote village displays some 
fifty nuked negroes.”’

Hemphill arose from the witness chair 
in the trial of the Rev. Clyde W. Gow 
before the ecclesiastical court of the 
Missouri conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, snd pleaded 
with the committee to acquit the min- 
ister of the charge that he was respon- 
sible for the death of Miss Lizzie Giea- 
son of Elsberry. 

Dr. Hemphill has been convicted of 
performing the operation, which, phy- 
siclans have said, was the direct cause 
of her death. 

“This man is innocent ahd I am in- 
nocent,”’ declared Dr. Hemphill with 
uplifted hand as he arose from his chair 
in the midst of a grueling cross-exam- 
ination by the Rev. Dr. Anderson, who 
is conducting the prosecution. 

Pleads for an Acquittal. 
“There is no truth in the charges 
which have been brought against him,”’ 
Dr. Hemphill continued. “I didn’t per- 
ferm an unlawful eperation, and Mr. 
Gow did not bring the girl to me. She 
came of her own accord, Be men and 
acquit him. Lay aside your préjudices.”’ 
Dr. Hemphill then sank in his chair 
and it was several minutes before he 
was able to go on. with his testimony. 
His outburst came after he had spent 
nearly four hours on the stand. The 


under cross-examination by the Rey. 
Dr. Anderson, who had before him a 


hill in the latter's trial, recently held in 
Troy.. Dr. Hemphill’s testimony on di- 
rect examination was practically the 
same as he gave in his own defense at 
the criminal trial. 

“Miss Gieason came to me of her own

Dr. Hemphill testified.

When the Rev. Dr. Anderson took up 
the cross-examination, he demanded 


in the criminal trial be gone into. The 
aged physician was not spared. The 
questions of the prosecuting minister 
soon brought tears to the physician’s 
eyes and a huskiness to his voice which 
seriously interrupted his testimony. 

He Becomes Nervous. 

He was compelled to stop in his tes- 
timony a number of times because of 
nervousness. When he Jéft the church 
at the evening recess for dinner Fri- 
day he was trembling and while he 
refused to discuss his testimony he de- 
clared the Rev. Dr. Anderson was ‘a 
very vigorous prosecutor.”’ 

Following Dr. Hemphill the defense 
placed on the stand Callie Mays of Els- 
berry, who testified to Mr. Gow’s good 
character.

With the exception of Japan, 
which, however, professes to follow the humane 
enlightened. policies of the others, they are Chris- 
tian nations affirming observance to the golden 
rule. They profess to do justice, to love peace 
and to hate war. 

The great navies of these nations are useless 
except for the purpose of making war upon each 
other, a proceeding from which they profess to 
shrink with abhorrence. A few cruisers could do 
all the other work necessary. One would think 
that if their professions were in the least degree 
sincere; if their intellfgence were devoted in any 
measure to keeping the peace; if the golden rule 
had any recognition of validity in practice as well 
as in theory if their Christian ideals were any- 
thing but the airy fabric of a dream, there would 
be no possibility of war betwéen them.

sum which staggers the imagination. They are 
armed to the teeth like savages who know noth- 
ing of civilization and look upon each other as 
beasts of the jungle. 

We boast of the progress of civilization, but the 
armies and navies of the civilized nations, press- 
ing with staggering weight uporm the over-bur- 
dened peoples, show how far we are from its re- 
alities.

“What Is ‘England’?” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your correspondent’s last question is best answered 
first—in the negative. The British Isles, as a whole, 
were never known as England and are*not so mis- 
named now. Julius Caesar’s conquest of ‘‘Britain’’ 
caused, perhaps, the division (politically) of the 
larger island. He was unable to conquer Wales or 
the Highlands of Scotland because of their extremely 
mountainous character. The Angles, Saxons and 
Jutes, from the Northern shores of Germany, were 
not able to do as well as Caesar, in that they were 
unable to subdue the Lowland Scotch or to pene- 
trate so far into Wales. The land that these tribes 
occupied became known as Angle-land, though the 
Saxons were the predominant tribe. This portion has 
always been known as England and the name has 
never extended to that part of the island north of 
the Tweed or to that part west of Offa’s Dyke. The 
name of the larger isiand is Great Britain and of 
the two islands, comprising the three kingdoms and 
the principality, the British Isles. King Edward VII 
is King of England. .He is also King of Scotland 
and King of Ireland. Scotland has objected that he 
is Edward I of Scotland. Prior to the accession of 
Edward VII lax speech tolerated the terms ‘‘English 
navy and army,” “English statésmen,” etc., though 
a large proportion of the statesmen and diplomats 
were Scots. Latterly the more correct “British” ob- 
tains. Officially, “British” is invariably used in 
these cases.

He went to Chicago three 
weeks ago on business. 

He suffered an attack of heart disease 
ghortly after he reached Chicago, but 
appeared to recover and departed for 
his home. A week ago he reappeared 
in Chicage and again was stricken with 
heart trouble. iwo trained nurses at- 
tended him constantly until he died. 

Prominent in Louisville. 

For 2% years Col. Landrum had been 
prominent socially and in the commer- 
cial affairs of Louisville. He was a 

| member of the Pendennis Club, an ex- 
clusive social organization somewhat 
gimilar to the Sst. Louis Club. 

For years he was in the wholesale 
clothing business and then acquired an 
interest in a large ‘distillery at Owens- 

oro, He was reputed to be wealthy 
when he came to St. Louis and pur- 
ocbased the Planters at the close of the

Col. Landrum had declared openly in
